Spriuging vp on every
haod, as rapidly as the builder’s hand enn work,
are the ohurches und the gohools, Since I have
geen your schools, I can ssy that our Sabbath
fchools scem to fude away fnto perfect \nsigni-
ticauce 1o them, This truly is an evidence of
how God Is working in this eountry,

Rev. Dr. Denham made mention, in compli-
mentary 1erms, of our country, our peopls, the
Babbath S8chools, which he thonght partiouiarly
an American institution, and paild a Wribute to
the teachers, old and young, engaged (athenoble
work of the fres sohools of the and, believing
that Americans rightly understood the proper
fowndstions for the perpetuity and prosperity ot
their country, by giving to their youth this
sound snd thorough secular and religlous educu-
tion. He referre eapcciullr to the mission of
Dr. Hall and himselt to this land, as the repre-
senlatives ol the Presbyterian Chorch of Great
Britain and Ireland, to express the earnest desire
of that Church that the gpirlt of unlon might
prevall among the several branches of the Ame-
rican Presbyterian Church, and hoped that the
hour would soon come renilzlnu this wish.
